Make further Provision for defining the Boundaries 
of certain Denominations of Land in Ireland for 
public Purposes. 

HERE AS an Act was passed in the Sixth Year of the Preamble. 
\/\ Reign of King George the Fourth, Chapter Ninety-nine, 6 G. 4. c.99. 

' ' to make Provision for defining the Boundaries of certain 

Denominations of Land in Ireland ; and another Act was passed in 
5 the Seventeenth Year of the Reign of Her present Majesty, Chapter 17 Viet, c.17. 
Seventeen, to provide for the Revision of such Boundaries : And 
whereas it is expedient to make further Provision for defining such 
Boundaries for the Purpose of the Revision of the Ordnance Survey, 
and for other public Purposes : Be it therefore enacted by the 
10 Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Con- 
sent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as 
follows : 

I. When the Boundary Surveyor for the Time being shall find that The Boun- 
15 the Boundaries of any Land have been erroneously marked out and 

laid down on the Ordnance Plan of any County, he may make such alter the 
Alteration therein as he shall think fit ; provided that the Application QfLands^ 
be made to him for such Alteration by the Owners or reputed Owners erroneously 
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with the 
Consent of 
Owners.
